OLD ST. LOUIS RF.VEAI ED IN 
CH EST FOR CENTENARY DATA 


Hi«itE)ric«l fact- about the St. I«oui* 


of 100 years ago are being developed 
by th«» St. I*ouig Missouri Centennial 
Association, in the course of it« pri*p- 
arations for the statehood centenary 
celebration of October 5 to 15. 
It has been discovered, for instance, 
that th»- Missouri Hotel, which is to 
be shown on the stage in the drama 
“ Missouri", at the Coliseum, wa« the 
first establishment in this city to he 
termed a hotel. 
There were inr>« and 
taverns hE*re before, but a hotel was 
supposed to be something «uperior to 
either. 
In 1821, the Missouri flotel, on the 
southwwt corner E»f Main and Morgan 
streots had «winging over th«» street 
as a sign the life-size figure of 
a 
buffalo, ami as part of its accommo­ 
dation for guest« it announced “capa­ 
cious vaults for the storage of furs 
and peltry”. 
In thi« it wa« competing 
with th«* Green Tree Inn, which had 
been thi* headquarters of visitors on 
business before the first "hotel” open- 
ceI in 1819, just in tome to become the 
political 
headquarters 
of 
the new 
State Eif Missouri. 
Business visitors to St. Ix>uis, in 
1821, were nearly all in the fur busi- 
m>ss. 
Hence tho buffalo. 
But 
the 
new place did not call itself an “ inn’, 
because it ha<l the higher design of 
combining politics and busin«*ss, 
a« 
it did when the first session of 
the 
Missouri Legislature, 
which 
elected 
Benton and Barton Senators, was held 
in it. 
The swinging sign of the buf­ 
falo, however, invited all to come in 
ami make themselves at home. 
Statehood was not the only matter 
hat interested St. 
ljouis 
people in 
1821. 
In the last week of August the 
report reached the town that the Em ­ 
peror Napoleon 1 was "at the point 
of E l e a t h " on t h«» island of St. Helena. 
In a town largely French, and ilecid- 
dly anti-British, this was an absorb­ 
ing piece of news. 
A similar rumor 
came from Boston, with the assertion 
from a passenger on a ship which hail 
touched at St. Helena that the Brit­ 
ish were denying all information about 
tho condition of their prisoner. 
It 
was not until September 5 that the 
St. 
I.E>uis papers 
were able to an- 
nounce certainly that Napoleon 
had 
died May 5. 
In September, 
1821, 
Moses Con­ 
greve and a dozen others “posted” 
themselvis as released from jail by 
order of court. 
They were as 
t o - 
spectable «as most other people, 
so 
far as anything appears to the con­ 
trary. but they had been 
“caught by 
the depression” 
frrtm which St. Louis 
was rapidly recovering. 
As insolvent 
debotors, they were locked up pending 
a settlement, if they could not give 
bail. 
Imprisonment for debt still pre­ 
vailed under colonial laws, as in E ng­ 
land when Dickens wrote. 
The law 
r<quirE»El ilehtors to make public an- 
nouncement of release 
from prison. 
Hence the posting, as it was 
then 
called. 
It was had to get credit af- 
terwads, but otherwise it was no dis­ 
grace to be posted for debt. 
To be 
posted as a coward for refusing to 
fight a duel was a different matter. 
When Dr. H. S. Hoffman, who kept 
a drug store on Main street, adver­ 
tised 
in 1821 that he had just 
re- 
ceived a “ few ream s” of letter paper, 
hE> seems to have expected a rush to 
get it. 
The paper famine was per­ 
ennial when there was only one 
pa­ 
per mill west of Pittsburg, and that 
in Kentucky. 
St. Louis people saved 
every scrap of letter paper. 
It was 
not thE*n the custom to u«c enevlopes, 
but everyone knew’ how to fold a let 
ter so that, when sealed with red wax, 
it CEiuld m>t be opened without break­ 
ing the seal. 
As a rule they 
wrote 
better “hands” than the people of to­ 
day. 
They were using quills and if 
they became careless the quill was 
likely to splutter and make a blot. 
In the market reports for Septem 
her. 1821, chickens wee quoted at 20 
cents a pair. 
When 10 cents would 
buy a frying-size chicken and all other 
food was cheap in proportion, a man 
with “six bits” in his pocket might 
feel that he had his living made for 
some time. 
But money was as scarce 
as food was plentiful. 
Coin was sel­ 
dom in sight and people looked long 
at both sides of a banknote before 
taking it. 
When they got hold of a 
gold piece they put it “in the stock­ 
ing.” 
While the introduction to the first 
St. Louis 
Directory, 
published 
in 
1821, claims an 
artist notsurpassed 
elsewhere in the country, it does not 
mention his name. 
He probably was 
Chester Harding, who first establish­ 
ed headquarters in St. Ivouis in 1820 
and left his name to one of his de 
scendants 
of 
1921—Judge 
Chester 
Harding Krum. 
Chester Harding 
is 
said to have been one of the best 
-known painters of the era when por­ 
trait painters “ made the circuit” 
of 
Atlantic Coast cities and then of 
the 
towms along the Ohio and Mississippi 
Rivers. 
On a visit to St. Louis in 1866 he 
painted Gen. Sherman’s portrait. H ar 
ding was a notable success a t a time 
when artists who did not succeed 
so 
{well often painted inn signs for “pot-
